14. To see if the town will vote to extend with State aid, 
the gravel road on the Shaker road, so called, from the 
ending of the present gravel road to the residence of 
Thomas R. Payson, and raise money for the same. (By 
petition.) 

15. To see if the Town will vote to repair and improve 
Film St. from the Upper Bridge (so called) to the junction 
of Summer and Bay Streets and that necessary drainage 
be provided for both Summer and Bay Streets, and to or- 
der said improvements and repairs completed not later than 
July Ist, 1918 and to raise and appropriate the money for 
the same.

UNION SCHOOL DISTRICT 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board of Tilton Union School District: 


I herewith submit to you and through you to the citizens 
of the district my third annual report as superintendent of 
schools. | 

The national crisis which has already had so marked an 
effect on the lives of us all has been felt in the schoolroom. 
The school is having new demands made upon it. The 
country’s call to service is not alone to those who must fight 
the battles. The summons to action comes directly to each 
one of us. The schools and school children throughout the 
land have heard the summons and have responded eagerly. 
The school that does not imbue the boys and girls with a 
real love of country, with a patriotism that seeks expression 
in service is a failure. In the test that has come to us the 
schools have not been found wanting. 

Our own school children have found their part to do. 
The girls and also the boys have rendered a real service in 
their work in knitting. Half of all the knitted blankets 
that have been sent from Tilton were the work of the chil- 
dren. Some of this work has been done by the small chil- 
dren of the second grade. The children throughout the 
country have been enlisted in the campaign for the sale of 
thrift and war savings stamps and they have been called 
upon by Sec’y McAdoo to teach the fathers and mothers 
at home the great lesson of thrift. More than two hun- 
dred boys and girls of the Union school are already owners 
of these stamps. 

More than ten thousand New Hampshire school children 
had gardens of their own last year. Plans are already 
made for the coming season. Every child will be urged to 
join the Junior Food Producers. The Tilton and Northfield 
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children will do their part. All this work is highly educa- 
tive. It teaches practical patriotism. The children are 
making their contribution. In this work the schools are 
made an effective part of the government’s machinery for 
winning the war. 

The enrollment in our schools at this writing is 336. This 
is practically the number recorded one year ago. There 
are 159 pupils from the Tilton side and 177 from the 
Northfield side. Our average membership for the year 
ending in June was 329 and the average attendance was 
315. It is worthy of note that 49 pupils had a perfect rec- 
ord in attendance and that we have two pupils who have 
had a perfect record for six years. The general attendance 
has continued good this year in spite of the exceptional 
winter weather. 

Interesting closing exercises were held in the school hall 
on the afternoon of June 15. The thirty-one members of 
the eighth grade were given certificates of graduation by 
the school board. If the space was available I should be 
glad to include as a part of this report the program and a 
list of the graduates. Fourteen members of this class en- 
tered Tilton Seminary in the fall. 


The school meeting last March voted to authorize the 
school board to make a contract with Tilton Seminary to 
furnish full secondary school privileges to the pupils of the 
district at the expense of the district. Such a contract was 
made to run for one year. Every child of the district now 
has the opportunity of securing at the Seminary a high 
school or secondary school education and the entire expense 
for tuition, use of text-books, laboratory fees, supplies, etc., 
is paid by the district. The rate per pupil per year is 
$60.00. There should be an increasing appreciation on the 
part of both pupil and parent of this opportunity. It ought 
to be the natural thing to pass from the Union school to 
the seminary. We have had a total of 52 pupils at the 
Seminary this year, but at the present time there are but 
44. This number is not so large as we anticipated. This 
smaller number is in part due to the exceptional oppor- 
tunities which present conditions afford for securing good 
paying positions. Such an opportunity is a strong tempta- 
tion to a boy or girl of this age to leave school. 

Miss Menta Ames, who acted as assistant in grades one 
and two, resigned in June. It was decided not to have an 
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assistant in these grades this year and so far the work has 
progressed satisfactorily. No other change has taken 
place in our teaching force. Mrs. Lulu J. Meserve, who 
succeeded Miss Florence Shaw after her resignation a 
year ago last June, has been successful in her work in the 
seventh grade. Miss Josephine Emery has continued her 
work as supervisor of drawing much to the gratification of 
children and teachers. 

It will be noticed that there has been some increase in 
the salaries paid the teachers. It is inevitable that the 
salaries of teachers must go up with the increasing cost of 
living. The maximum now paid, irrespective of the prin- 
cipal, is $16.00 per week. This amounts to $576.00 a year. 
A little thought will convince anyone that this amount is 
certainly no more than adequate to meet the reasonable de- 
mands which present living conditions make upon the 
teacher. 

I am pleased to report the continued and increasing in- 
terest in the school savings bank. Since the opening of 
school in September there has been deposited by the chil- 
dren nearly $300.00. 

A comparison of the expenses for maintaining the 
schools this year with those of last year show no material 
increase except in the case of high school tuition. How- 
ever, it should be noted that the $3,800.00 paid out this 
year includes the bills for four terms instead of three. For 
some time we have been a term: behind in our payments. 
We are now caught up and the bill for this present term is 
paid. 

Chapter 122 of the Laws of 1917 provides that “the fis- 
cal year cf town and special school districts beginning 
February 16, 1917, shall end August 31, 1918, and there- 
after the fiscal year and the scholastic year shall end Aug- 
ust 31, annually.” This simply means that the present 
financial year has six months longer to run. We have on 
hand a balance of $2,600.00. The school board estimate 
that there will be need of approximately $2,000.00 in addi- 
tion to meet the expenses of the district for the next six 
months. The school meeting will need to make a deficiency 
appropriation for this year and to provide for a full year 
of school beginning September 1 next. 

Our particular needs are not different from those sug- 
gested a year ago. There is certainly a demand for what 
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is sometimes called an opportunity room. Some children 
for one reason or another are bound to get behind in their 
work. They need special attention. We ought to have a 
room in charge of a special teacher where these children 
might receive that individual help which it is so often im- 
possible for the regular teacher with forty or more pupils 
to give. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank all who have 
had a part in helping to make my work a pleasure.

NORTHFIELD SCHOOL DISTRICT. 
Report of the School Board. 


In comparing our statistical table with that of last year 
we find that in every school the per cent of attendance is a 
little larger. | 

The whole number of different pupils enrolled during the 
year ending July, 1917, was seventy-six. The average at- 
tendance 70.56. ; 

The present enrollment in the four schools now in ses- 
sion is approximately fifty scholars. This decrease is due 
to several families in: the various districts moving out of 
town. 

The work on the Tibbetts school-house was begun as 
soon as possible after our last annual meeting, the school 
room being put into good condition with new furnishings. 
We were fortunate in securing an excellent teacher, and 
the school there, to quote State Supt. Morrison “Is a 
credit to the town and to the state.” During the spring 
term the percent of attendance was one hundred, no child 
being absent during the twelve weeks. 

Through the generosity of Mr. Charles Dias the school 
was presented with a flag and flag-pole, and appropriate 
exercises were given by the children together with an ad- 
dress by Rev. A. M. Dunstan at the raising of the flag in 
May. 

A school was opened at the Pond last spring for eleven 
weeks and again in the fall. However, in the fall, the teach- 
er resigned at the end of a week and it did not seem best 
to continue the school there. Eliza Sanderson has been 
carried to the Centre since then where we have had a 
school of about ten scholars taught by Mrs. Fifield, who has 
been one of our efficient teachers for a number of years. 
Last spring, there being no scholars at the Centre, Mrs. Fi- 
field taught the Bean Hill school after the resignation of 
Miss Tinkham. 

The school at Bean Hill, during the fell term, was not 
satisfactory to either parents or School Board. The resig- 
nation of the teacher was accepted at the end of eleven 
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weeks and the school was closed. Being unable to secure 
a suitable teacher, it was not opened again until Jan. 7th, 
when Miss Evelyn Gile, one of our town girls, who has 
shown ability as a teacher in fifteen weeks teaching at the 
Rand, accepted the position. During the time the school 
was closed some of the older pupils began attending the 
Union school and are continuing there at their own ex- 
pense. 


There being only five scholars. at the Rand it seemed ad- 
visable to take care of them for the present term at the 
Tibbetts, thus conserving fuel and cutting expenditures. 


Our expenses during the past year have been heavy. 
While our teachers have had no special advance in salary 
our transportation has cost more than usual, fuel and 
school supplies have practically doubled in price, and labor 
is very high. 

The money raised last year for putting the outhouse at 
Bean Hill in a sanitary condition was insufficient, it cost- 
ing one hundred and fifty dollars. 

This year we are asking for an appropriation to use at 
Oak Hill for the same purpose. Also the walls of the 
school room there need refinishing. 


Last June State Supt. Morrison visited each of our 
schools and sent a report of his visit, making suggestions 
as to various improvements which he deemed necessary. ” 
He urged us to do all possible each year to meet the re- 
quirements of the State Board of Health. 


According to an amendment to the Public Statutes by 
the last General Court “The fiscal year of town and spe- 
cial school districts beginning Feb. 16, 1917, shall end Aug. 
31, 1918, and thereafter the fiscal and scholastic year shall 
end Aug. 31 annually.” 


The change was approved by the Governor on April 4, 
1917. As our school meeting had been held, the money 
raised was not sufficient to carry on the schools for the ex- 
tra six months, therefore the appropriation at the coming 
school meeting will have to be sufficient to support the 
schools until Aug. 31, 1919. Let it be every citizen’s duty 
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to be present at the annual school meeting, March 16th. 
When parents, teachers and School Board can all work to- 
gether for the common interest of education, then, and not 
until then will the highest degree of efficiency be made 
possible.
